1954—Milan’s Ten Little Indians bumped Rushv ille and Aurora from 
their trail to the state basketball championship to win the tourney here 
for the second straight y ear. 
Rushv ille proved ea sy in the afternoon 
when Marvin Wood’s team won by 58 -34. At night, howev er, Bob Plump 
and Co. needed a fourth quarter rally to ex pel Aurora, 46-38 . Aurora 
adv anced to the final game with a surprising 67-51 conquest of Conners- 
; Ville. 
Bob Fehrman, Aurora’s big center, set an indiv idual scoring 
mark with 35 against the Spartans and had 47 for the tourney . 


1953—Little Milan won its first Regional crown in the most unusual 
tourney here in 28 y ears. Led by floor general Bob Plump, the Indians 
stalled to a 24-22 final game v ictory ov er fav ored Connersv ille. Milan 
reached the championship tilt by eliminating Morton Memorial, repre­ 
senting the Rushv ille Sectional for the first time, by 53-51 in a double 
ov ertime. Aided by a timekeeping lapse in the final two minutes, Milan 
made up a 45-36 deficit at ga m e’s end. 
The “ long count” incident 
touched off the tourney ’s biggest rhubarb. Connersv ille adv anced with 
a routine 51-40 disposal of Aurora. 
Darkhorse Milan subsequently 
worked its way into the final four in the state. 


1952—Behind the sensational sniping of Lou Dickman, Batesv ille 
successfully defended its title by walloping a fav ored Aurora team, 63- 
44. Dickman. the tea m ’s tall center, hit from ev ery where for 31 points 
to break the tourney ’s single game scoring record set six y ears earlier 
by Ted Kaufman of Brownsv ille. The Bulldogs gained the final game by 
taking New Salem, 46-31, with a fourth quarter rush. Swift Aurora un­ 
leashed a first quarter blitz to eliminate Connersv ille, 54-43. 
The 
Spartans battled courageously but Aurora’s 22-4 first period edge was 
j too great.

19 51—A darkhorse Ba tesv ille team battled to a surprisingly ea sy 65- 
54 v ictory ov er fav ored Rushv ille to win the third Regional crown for the 
I Bulldogs. A pair of guards, Denny Peetz and Paul Wemke, were out­ 
standing for the champs. 
Each netted 39 points. 
Batesv ille ousted 
Connersv ille, 68 -65, in the second ov ertime game in the history of the 
tourney . Rushv ille riddled Aurora’s zone defense for a 57-49 decision 
in the other afternoon clash. 


1956—Adv ancing with precision-like team play , Rushv iile’s Lions 
snapped Lawrenceburg^ four-y ear mastery of the tourney here. The 
Lions shook loose in the fourth quarter to spank the Tigers, 54-45, in 
the afternoon. 
At night Ba tesv ille was eliminated, 47-28 . 
The Bull­ 
dogs had mov ed to the final game by downing Brookv ille 51-39 . It was 
the first Regional appearance for the Grey hounds. Madison, en route 
to the state title, subsequently ousted Rushv ille in the semi-finals. 


1949—Law Ten ceb u rg continued to weav e a magic spell in the Re­ 
gional here. The Tigers poured in 22 points in a big fourth quarter to 
drub Connersv ille, 51-34. in the final game. The first ov ertime game in 
th e h isto ry o f 
the tourney marked the afternoon play . Paul Cranford, 
Rushv ille reserv e, sparked a Lion driv e which made up a six -point 
deficit in three minutes to tie the score at 37 all. Connersv ille, how’- 
ev er, won out, 43-41, in the second, sudden-death ex tra session, on the 
strength of Buddy Dunn’s field goal. 
Lawrenceburg ea sily downed 
Batesv ille, 45-29 . 


1 94 8—Coach Bud Bateman's Lawrenceburg squad romped ov er 
Connersv ille 46 36 in the final game to become the first school ov er to 
win the ev ent three times in a row. The Tigers were giv en some uneasy 
moments in the afternoon by little Napoleon, but pulled aw*ay in the final 
quarter to a 41-29 margin. The Spartans adv anced to the final game by 
defeating Rushv ille SI 29 , after the Lions led with three minutes to go 


19 47—Lawrenceburg^ smooth and smart Tigers pounded out two 
decisiv e wins ov er Ev erton and Napoleon to annex their second regional 
in a row. The Tigers took care of Ev erton 47-30 in the afternoon, and 
Napoleon 59 35 in the ev ening. Arlington, winner of the Rushv ille sec­ 
tional, fought hard but went down before the tall Napoleon squad in 
the first afternoon contest by a 48 -47 count. Lawrenceburg was led to 
the wins by Deke Freeland, colored guard, and Gene Bonier, forward. 


1946—For the fourth time in fiv e y ears, a county team represented 
the Rushv ille sectional in regional play here when the Milroy Cardinals 
opened festiv ities by barely squeezing past a fighting crew from Browns­ 
v ille 40 to 39 
Ted Kaufman, Brownsv ille center, play ed magnificent 
ball to count 27 of his tea m ’s 39 points for a single game tourney record. 
LawTenceburg smothered the Milan team, representing the Batesv ille 
sectional, in the second afternoon game 43 to 26. In the championship 
gam e it was Lawrenceburg all the way for a 55 to 29 win and entry 
into the “ sweet six teen.” 


19 45— Rushv iile’s speedy “ Whiz Kids” dominated play in the re­ 
gional tourney by drubbing Lawrenceburg, 50-35, in the final tilt. The 
towering Lawrenceburg team ga v e Rushv ille sev eral anx ious moments 
until the fast-breaking Gridley men ripped the game wide open in the 
final quarter. Rushv ille adv anced by eliminating Batesv ille 32 19 in an 
afternoon gam e, and Lawrenceburg slipped past Liberty 26-20. 
Billy 
Bradley and J oe Kennedy of the Lions were the leading scorers for the 
day with 31 and 23 points apiece. 


1944— Aurora captured this y ear's tournament by defeating New 
Salem, 40 to 34, in the final game as big Don Dewers tallied 19 points. 
Aurora adv anced to the championship tilt by nipping Batesv ille, 24 to 
20. New Salem, representing the Rush County sectional for the second 
straight y ear, thrilled the big crowd in the afternoon by decisiv ely lick­ 
ing Connersv ille, 39 to 30. 


1943— Ba tesv ille’* smooth-working Bulldogs tiptoed through the 
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House Stops Clock To 
Work Until Wee Hours 
On Backlog Of Bills 
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‘Sinfulness’ To Be 
Topic In Cincinnati 


CINCINNATI (JI—Roman Catho­ 
lic priests in the Cincinnati arch­ 
diocese will preach tomorrow on 
the “ sinfulness” of “ keeping com­ 
pany ” with div orced persons.

Street and Decatur Street were 
blocked there, and 35 house trail­ 
ers were mov ed from low ground.

day on a huge backlog of un­ 
finished legislation. 
The clock was stopped because 
Friday — the 58 th day of the leg­ 
islativ e session — was the last 
day bills could be passed without 
suspension 
of 
the 
rules.

House ground on far into the ea r­ 
ly hours, but by the clock it was 
still 11:35 p.m. Friday . 
The 
session 
finally 
ended 
at 
2:55 a m. The clock stopping was 
a dev ice that had not been used 
on the 58 th day for sev eral y ear? 
but had been used in many ses­ 
sions on the 61st day , when the 
session must end under the consti­ 
tution. 
The Senate, not quite so loaded 
with work, quit just a t the stroke 
of midnight. Senate leaders of both 
parties 
scheduled 
caucuses 
for 
this morning to discuss bills still 
to be acted on. 
House and Senate conferees try 
ing to adjust sharp differences in 
the budget bills also planned to 
meet this morning. 
The House session started at 8 
p.m. and ran almost sev en hours 
with only a 15-minute recess for 
coffee and sandwiches. 
Forty -one 
bills were passed, and the final 
roll ca ll showed 8 1 members v ot­ 
ing, with only 18 absent. 
The House v oted, 74-13, to let 
v oters decide in Nov ember, 19 56, 
what time shall be used in the 
state. The bill must go back to the 
Senate because the House changed 
it to prov ide a four-way choice — 
Central or Eastern Standard Time 
and Central or Eastern Day light 
Time in the summer. 
The referendum v ote woula be 
only adv isory and would not be 
binding on the 1957 Legislature. 
Rep. Otto Pozgay (D-South Bend) 
tried to knock out the Eastern 
Day light Time choice, which he 
called 
“ fast - fa st 
tim e.” 
His 
amendment drew a 57-22 v ote but 
failed because 67 was required at 
that time. 
The Senate defeated, 22-26, 
a 
House bill which would hav e re­ 
liev ed cities and towns of liability 
for injuries 
suffered on icy or 
cracked sidewalks ex cept when the 
sidewalk adjoined municipal prop­ 
erty . 
One of the la st actions of the 
House was 57-29 pa ssage of a Sen­ 
ate bill setting up a legisla tiv e 
school construction commission to 
prov ide standardized plans for rea ­ 
sonably priced schools. There we're 
some objections that the bill would 
put the state in the architecture 
business. 
The House passed, 79 -15, a Sen­ 
a te bill raising minimum pay of 
all teachers $252 a y ear.

It is unlikely that earth-shaking disco v er­ 
ies will result fro m the pro ject undertaken 
by the Canadian Wildlife Serv ice to ascer­ 
tain why walrus herds which are at ho me 
in icy no rthern waters frequently fail to 
reappear at certain custo mary po ints, and 
whether they are increasing o r diminishing. 
But to Canada’s 5 ,000 eastern arctic Es­ 
kimo s the walrus is a majo r so urce o f fo o d, 
and checking o n its life cy cle and behav io r 
is an undertaking o f impo rtance. Little is 
kno wn abo ut walruses, ho w many there are, 
o r ho w afield they trav el. 
Canadian wildlife ex perts mark the mam­ 
mals much in the manner o f an o rnitho lo ­ 
gist banding birds to trade their migratio n 
mo v ements. The mo st difficult pro blem — 
ho w to place an identificatio n tag upo n the 
guinea pig — was so lv ed by emplo y ing a 
metho d used by the Eskimo s fo r a different 
purpo se. 
Stainless steel tags, attached to a dart 
shaped like an Eskimo 's detachable harpo o n 
head, were successfully “ harpo o ned”’ to 30 
walruses o ff Co ats Island o n Hudso n Bay 
which were o v ertaken by the taggers in 
bo ats. Po sters in Eskimo sy llabic script re­ 
quest hunters to turn in the tags. Two hav e 
been turned in to date. 
Plans are no w’ being made to step up the 
ex perimen ts with the retu rn 
o f warmer 
weather, and befo re many y ears man may 
kno w as much abo ut the lo ngev ity , migra­ 
to ry ’ habits and numbers o f w’alruses as 
he do es abo ut mo re pro saic wildlife.
